this, andall other well Governed Nations; And being truly Informed, thar ſeye« 
ral privat perſons Goods have been lately Robbed, and taken away, they Do there- 
fore Command and Require the Magiſtrats of Edinburgh, and Sheriffs of Mid- 
Lothian, andall other Magiſtrats, Sherifts, Baillics of Regalities, Bailles oi Bailha- 
ries, and all other Hlis Myjefties Officers of Law, within their reſpeive JuriſdiQi- 
ons, to {eizeand ſecure all Goods, already taken, or to be taken after that manner, 
until by a Proceſs, or Tryal, the Owners be known, te the effect their Gooos may 
be Reſtored tro them : Certifying all ſuch who ſhall keep, or derain any of the 
ſaids Go::ds, they ſhall be looked upon, and purſued as Thieves, and Reſetters of 
Thifr, and ſhall be puniſhed conform to the Laws made thereanent accordingly ; 
And Ordain theſe Preſents to be forthwith Publiſhed, at the Mercat-Croſs of Eain- 
burgh, and other places needful, that none pretend ignorance.
